REMARKS 

In the Official Action of December 2, 2005, claim 1 was objected to based on informalities; 
claims 9-15 were allowed; claims 1 and 3-6 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a); and claims 2, 7 
and 8 were objected to but indicated as allowable if rewritten. 

The present communication is fully responsive to the Official Action of December 2, 2005. 
Claim Objections (informalities) 

As indicated in the Listing of the Claims, claim 1 has been amended to properly recite "said 
dump valve element." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 103(a) 

Claims 1 and 3-6 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Eslinger et al 
20020062963 (now US 6,533,037) in view of Hosie 6,209,663. 

As evidenced by the attached copy of Assignment (Reel/Frame 011328/0701) effective 
November 22, 2000, at the time of invention, both the presently claimed invention and the 
Eslinger et al reference were owned by or subject to an obligation of assignment to Schlumberger 
Technology Corporation. Accordingly, the Eslinger et al reference does not qualify as prior art 
per 35 USC 103(c). 

Accordingly, the rejection of claims 1 and 3-6 under 35 USC 103(a) should be withdrawn and the 
claims allowed. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 7 and 8 were indicated as being allowable if rewritten in independent form. In light of 
the above traversal, claims 2, 7 and 8 should be considered allowable in their present form as 
they depend from allowable independent claims. 

Claims 9-15 were allowed. 



Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued 
in this case.
